‘Retired Admiral Explaihs Cause 


as Natural Desire to See For- 
eign Lands; Benefit to 
Officers and Men.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 4—[{Special.J— 


‘Since angouncement was made that the big 


fleet would be sent around to the Pacific 
ocean enlistments for the navy have practi- 
cally been doubled.* They jumped from 80 to 
7 per cent in July; in August they ran up to 
about 8 per cent, and last month showed 
nearly 100 per cent increase over the usual 
ratio. At the same time desertions have 
‘stopped and the navy has received a stimulus 


Which was wholly unexpected when it was 


decided to send he fleet to Pacific waters. 
The increase in enlistments and the drop- 


ping off of desériions probably will result in 


return to the old system of sending our ships 
‘away from home. Of late years the policy 
has been to concentrate our naval force along 
the Atlantic seaboard, but officers who have 
studied the situation are fully convinced 
that this is a great mistake and that Ameri- 
can seamen will not enlist in the navy, or ff 
they do enlist wii, not stay there, unless they 
have the incentive of seeing foreign lands 
instead of being kept paddling about from 
port to port on tne American coast. 


Former Admiral Explains Status. 

One of the ablest retired admirals in the 
navy, who has seen active service from the 
day the civil war was on, explained the situ- 


ation clearly. 
“Tt used to be the fashion, he said, “ for

‘Chief Shipps would only point to his written 
orders as explaining his position, saying he 
wanted to keep the details to himself, but the 
man lm the city hall who is able to speak in- 
telligently. and aythoritatively for both the 
chief and the mayor had this to say:

“TI couldn’t arrest him without a warrant, 
could 17“ replied the detective. 

Ot course you could. You don't need a 
warrant when ordered to make an arrest by 
a state's attorney. You ought to know that. 
At any rate there is no excuse for watching 
him escape,“ said Attorney Roe indignantly... 

The other detectives present were Wilson 
A. Jones and John Hardy. The three consti- 
tute the policy squad of Chief Shippy's de- 
tall. The chief had assigned them to work 
on the policy cases at the request of Shelby. 
M. Singleton, superintendent of the Citizens’ 
association, which initiated the late cam 
paign against the policy writers. 

Attorney Roe then went back to the court- 
room, where he had instructed a bailiff 
to detain Al Brown, but Brown also had 
made his escape. 

No, I don’t charge that the officers were 
negligent purposely,” said Attorney Roe.

WHITE SLAVE EVIL 


| Officials Begin Crusade to Stop 


Rapidly Growing Traffic 
in Women. 


TO DEPORT FAIR VICTIMS. 


Those Guilty of Part in Demoral- 
izing Industry Will Be 
Sent to P rison. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. I Special. ]—The 
“white slave traffic is to cease, so far as 
the United States is concerned. Not only is 
more rigid inspection to be enforced at ports 
of entry but alien women imported for im- 
moral purposes are to be rounded up in 
various cities and deported. 

The attention of Secretary Straus wae at- 
tracted to the traffic during his recent tour 
of inspection in the far west. The Japanese 
and Corean Exclusion league informed him 
that hundreds of Japanese women were-being 
brought to America surreptitiously and held 
in practical slavery after their arrival. 
Women were sold by their importers pre- 
cisely as if they were so many bales of hay. 


Women Sent to Cities. 

The secretary consulted with various per- 
sons and ascertained that not only Japanese 
women but women from France, Russia, Aus- 
tria, and Italy also were conveyed to this 
country and distributed among various cities 
for immoral purposes. Upon returning to 
Washington the secretary ed a num- 
ber of official reports on the subject. In one 
report is the following paragraph: 

“In the cities of Parts, Berlin, Vienna, 
Budapest, Lemerg, Krakow, and more par- 
ticularly Warsaw and Wilna I learned that 
annually a number of women and men en- 
gaged in this nefarivus business in the United 
States pay visits to the places enumerated 


and invariably « number of immoral women 


follow them to the United States. 
In many cases tl.ese women are provided 


with American passports or citizen papers of 


their alleged husdands residing in the United 
States, and so widespread did I find this 
traffic in and issuance of American passports 


in Austria-Hungury that I deemed it my duty 


to call the attention of the United States 
ambassador to the disgraceful practice. The 
ambassador, on bis part, instructe@ the 


— States consulates under his jurisdic- 


on to be careful hereafter before transmit- 
ting requests for passports for women in- 
tending to go to tne United States to join 
their alleged husda ds.“ 

Will Deport Offenders. 
Annually a dozen or more women are de- 
barred on the srounds ot immorality, but 
they constitute a sn all proportion of the num- 
ber who are admitied. Most of the women 
do not come 28 linrigrants, but as cabin pas- 
sengers, and it is difficult for immigrant in- 
epectors to establish the real motive of their 
visit. Through irvestigation in various cities 
it will de possible to establish the citizenship 
or noncitizenship of immoral women, and 
those who have not been in the country for 
three years will be deported. 

To break up the traffic it is Intended to 
prosecute every une who has any responsibil- 
ity whatever for it. Women will be held as 


\ witnesses, and when cases are completed 


they will be returned to their native land.

Railroads Cannot Meet Demand. 


The industries developed under the stim- 
ulus of the railroads are for the most part

cannot meet the demands of the country for 
4 transportation, and where this is true the 
_ f#ivers should begin to supplement the rail- 
roads, to the benefit of both, by relieving 
them of certain of the less profitable classes 
of freight.

Inland N avigation Vital Problem. 
“While thus the improvement of inland

as we may the needs of the future, and so to 
handle the great sources of our prosperity as 
not to destroy in advance all hope for the 
prosperity of our descendants. 

„A I have said elsewhere, the conserva- 

tion of natural resources is the fundamental 
problem. Unless we solve that problem it 
will avail us little to solve all others. To 
sol it the whole nation must undertake 
the task through their organizations and 
associations, through the men whom they 
have made specially responsible for the wel- 
fare of the several states, and finally through 
congress and the executive. 
„As a preliminary step the inland water- 
ways commission has decided, with my full 
approval, to call a conference on the con- 
servation of, natural resources. including, of 
course, the Kreams, to meet in Washington 
during the coming winter, This conference 
ought to be among the most important gath- 
erings in our history, for none fiave had a 
more vital question to consider. 


Roads Must Submit to Law. 


„Before closing let me say a word upon 
the subject of the regulation of the rail- 
ways by congress under the interstate com- 
merce clause of the constitution. In my 
judgment the old days of happy go lucky 
indifference on the part of the public 
to the conduct of the corporations have 
passed. The American people have made up 
their mind that the conditions of modern in- 
dustrialism are such as imperatively to 
demand supervision in the interest of the peo- 
ple as a whole over these great corporations. 
Most emphatically we should do full justice to 
them; but in return we should exact justice 
from them to the public. . 

“ Some of them have become sq habituated 
to disregarding everything but their own 
wishes and interests that the effort to estab- 
lish a proper supervision over them has 
aroused on their part a curiously unreason- 
able antagonism. Their spokesmen do not 
seem to bé aware that in what we have been 
trying to do we have not been improperly rad- 
ical; using the word in its right sense, we 
have been conservative. 

“We have merely taken the first steps 
in a policy which must be permanent if 
our democratic institutions are to endure; 
while, as a matter of course, we must also 
keep ever in mind that it is exactly as in- 
jurious to true democracy to inflict, as tamely 
to suffer, wrong. We can no more tolerate 


injustice to the railroads than injustice by 


them; one course is as immoral and as fun- 
damentally mischievous and injurious to 
the people as the other. 

Law for Big and Small. 

„This is a government of law, a law which 
applies to great and small alike. I am sorry 
indeed when it happens that big men who do 
wrong have involved smaller men with no bad 
intentions te such an extent that they suffer 
when we force the undoing of the wrong. But 
we can not hold our hands for such a consid- 
eration. The responsibility for the suffering 
of those innocent outsidere lies, not with us 
who put à stop to the wrong and punish the 
wrongdoers, but with these wrongdoers who 
mislead their victims. 

„In conclusion, friends, let me impress: 
upon you one thing. Good lawscan do much 
good; indeed, they are often indispensable. 
There is urgent need that we should have 
honest and efficient legislation and honest 
and efficient action by those whose province 
it is to put the legislation into effect. But 
there is infinitely more need of a high indi- 
vidual avert ge of character. The only per- 
manent way to help any man is to help him 
to help himself. To teach him permanently 
to depend on anything save his own powers is 
to do him harm and not good. 

Let no man persuade you that laws by 
themselves, no matter how necessary and 
beneficial, will make any community happy 


in securing such happiness and prosperity. 

Just as it was in time of war, so itis now 
in time of peace. It a man has not got the 
right stuff in him then no law can possibly 
get it out of him, because it is not there to 
get out. All that the law can do is to punish 
evil, te encourage what is good, and to se- 
cure, so far as is possible, an equality of op- 
portunity for all men to show their strength 
of body, mind, and soul in the hard struggle 
of lite.“ 

Engineering Task Feasible. 

The convention was opened by W. K. Kav- 
anaugh of St. Louis, president of the associa- 
tion, The slogan of the convention is “ Four- 
teen feet all through the valley, and it has 
been take up enthusiastically by delegates 
from all sections of the country, including 
governors of fourteen states. 

Lyman E. Cooley of Chicago, who fol- 
lowed Mr. Kavanaugh, declared the pro- 
jected lakes to gulf waterway presented no 
insuperable financial or engineering prob- 
lems. The feasibility of any desired depth 
between Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
river at St. Louis, he said, is no longer a mat- 
ter of dispute. Ce 

“It is now conceded,” Mr. Cooley con- 
tinued, that the measure of the route as a 
whole turns on what it is feasible to do with 
the middle Mississippi between St. Louis and 
Cairo. The gulf level reaches inland 300 
miles and carries deep water practically to 
the mouth of the Red river, so that the lower 
Mississippi for purposes of improvement is 
reduced to 764 miles between Cairo and the 
Red river. Certain abnormal developments 
in low water slopes as compared to high 
water are recognized, as in the New Madrid, 
Plumb Point, and Lake Providence channels, 
and.it ig assumed that these may be cor- 
rected without disturbing the regimen of the 
river as a whole. 

What may be done on the middle Missis- 
sippi is the criterion for the entire route. The 
existing project is to secure a minimum 
depth of eight feet by moderate regulation. 
When the Joliet level and the Chicago harbor 
shall be preperly worked out, the Chicago 
canal can be readily enlarged to three times 
the present capacity. The lower water vol- 
ume in the middle Mississippi can thus be 
doubled and the corresponding minimum 
depth will be sixteen feet and twenty-two to 
twenty-three feet at midstage. 

“ We are not to measure the future by the 
present state of the engineering art, nor by 
our own mental limitations. We are to think 
of the lake and gulf waterway as the most 
difficult half of a base line for a continental 
waterway system. We are tp think of it 
further as an extension of the seaboard, in 
fact, through our richest domain and into 
the great lakes, and if we now restrict our 
efforts to some lesser development our policy 
and our design should comprehend the ulti- 
mate end.“

Address of Gov. Deneen. 

Gov. Deneen was the principal speaker at 
the evening session of the convention. In 
his speech he urged the value of the proposed 
deep waterway to Illinois. 

The interest of Illinois in the development 
of an internal waterway system is obvious,“ 
said Gov. Deneen. The reasons for that 
interest lie upon the surface, for our geo- 
graphical position gives us advantages 
which are unique in relation to the develop- 
ment of such a system. 

Illinois is the great eentral state of the

mote. He ran over plans for internal com- 
munication. from 1808, when Albert Galla- 
tin, then secretary of the treasury, gave a 
prominent place to the project. of a ship 
canal across the Chicago portage. ' 


Chicago Drainage Canal. 

Gov. Deneen then referred to the Illinois 
and —a — ser and the Hennepin canal, 
now nearing completion, 5 
contribution which Illinois — Ar 
internal waterways system is, of course,” 
he said. the Chicago drainage canal, wnich 
is a larger channel for navigation purposes 
than has ever been constructed in any other 
part of the world. This channel hasa depth 
of twenty-four feet and extends some thirty- 
six miles from Lake Michigan. Theugh 
built primarily as a drainage channel, it 
was also from the begi realized that 
the sanitary necessities of Chicago, requir- 
ing the transmission of a large volume of 
water from Lake Michigan to the Illinois 
river, furnished the opportunity to construct 
a channel whose ultimate principal use 
should be that ef a ship canal, to which the 
sanitary features should be incidental.” 

Gov. Deneen said Illincis was making 
every effort to facilitate the extension of 
communication by water. He reviewed the 
improvements in the Chicago river and re- 
ferred to the appointment of an internal im- 
provement commission by the last legisla- 
ture and the fact that the general assembly 
is to meet Oct. 8 to consider waterways and 
water power development. 


Shift Freight to Waterways. 


The governor urged that it would be an 
economic change of benefit to throw some 
of the grosser freights from the railways 
to waterways, and named many Illinois 
towns which would be benefited by water 
transportation. He mentioned orgaaiza- 
tions in Chicago, St. Louls, and elsewhere 
which are doing what they can to promote 
internal waterways, and said Illinois joined 
with all the states embraced in the Mis- 
sissippi! valley in appreciation of the work 
undertaken by the inland waterways com- 
mission recently appointed by President 
Roosevelt—the devising of a broad waterway 
policy for the nation. 

“ The importance of the work of that com- 
mission cannot be appreciated without a 
reference to the present situation of our rail- 
way transportation system and the prob- 
lem which that situation raises regarding 
the moving of our products,” said Gov. 
Deneen. It is now conceded by the great 
railway builders and managers of the coun- 
try that our railway systems are soon to 
become entirely inadequate for the work 
which they will be called on to do. The situa- 
tion is presenting conditions which con- 
fessedly cannot be permanently relieved 
either by improvement of existing railway 
lines and facilities or by their duplication. 
The enormous expenditures necessary for 
the construction of betterments, the multi- 
plication of tracks, the increase of terml- 
nal facilities, and the construction of rew 
lines is too great for our commerce to bear. 
It would require expenditure of capital 
scarcely less than that represented in the 


existing systems. 


What Inland Commission May Do. 

“This is the problem that gives point ta 
the labors of the inland waterways commis- 
sion. 
relief of our transportation system, it is to 
be presumed that this commission will take 
the view that our natural waterways should 
be improved to the limit of their physical and 
commercial capacities and be connected with 
each other by artificial links constructed on 
a commensurate scale. It is to be presumed 
further, that the commission will recognize 
the great wealth which will follow develop- 
ments of our water courses in marginal lands

In such a policy of cetiperation the state 
of Illinois would be at the front. Bighteen 
years ago by statute she contributed the 
then prospective, now actual, Chicago drain- 
age canal to the federal government as a part 
of the lakes and gulf waterway. And her 


interest in a commercial waterway system 


for the country is maintained today. 


Pending Legislation in nois. 
Legislation is now pending before the 


general assembly of Illinois regarding the 


waterway question. Some of the proposi- 
tions which will be presented to the general 
assembly go 80 far in the line of codperation 
with the federal government as to suggest 
creation of locks and pools and the develop- 
ment of water power, at state expense and 
under state ownership, the profit therefrom 
to be forever reserved for use as a fund for 
waterway development. 

“Illinois proposes to take out of her par- 
ticular section of this water route every 
feature which can be construed as local or of 
special profit to the state of Illinois, and 
leave for federal consideration only such 


+ features as are unquestionably of concern 


to every section alike. The result of this 
policy will be that the co bution which 
Illinois and various Illinois te agencies 
can afford to make to the development of a 
waterway system, on account of the special 
benefits and equities which she will secure, 
will amount to more than two-thirds of the 
cost of the deep waterway between Lake 
Michigan at Chicago and the Mississippi 
river at St. Louis. Could any one ask more 
of Illinois and are other sections prepared 
to do likewise?’ - | 


Plea by Gov. Cummins. 


Gov. Cummins of Iowa in his speech de- 
clared the peopie of the country must have 
the final say in an undertaking so great as 
the proposed deep waterway. 

We who have believed in these waterways 
have in the past,“ he said, made the fatal 
mistake of giving too much attention to con- 
gress and too little to the voters. Let us not 
repeat it; let us make the improvements or 
the rivers an issue in all parties, in every pri- 
mary, and in every convention, and we will 
win. We must destroy the generally accept- 
ed notion that it is the duty of every con- 

to secure a part of the appropria- 
tion in the rivers and harbors bill, even 
though he has nothing in his district to work 


upon but a dewdrop and a depression. We 


must awaken a patriotism that will demand 
that appropriations be made for those im- 
provements which most vitally concern the 
commerce of the whole country. 

“The governments, both of the nation and 
of the states, have undertaken to protect the 
people against unreasonable charges for 
transportation. ‘Their power to do so is un- 
doubted, and the intelligence and uprightness 
of our public servants will not be questioned, 
but, with both granted, it is still the most 
stupendous task ever assumed by organized 
society. We need to call to our aid all the 
natural forces that can be employed. If the 
Mississippi river from St. Paul to New Or- 
leans had the depth of channel which, with- 
out undue expenditure, could be created and 
preserved, open to every person or corpora- 
tion that would build a boat or barge, it would 
force itself into the problem with an effect 
that cannot be overestimated. The Panama 
canal will lose its chief significance and will 
fail in its chief mission if the Mississippi river 
does not bear towards it the traffic of the 


west.“

The variety of articles used for food 
which are made out of corn is. surprising. 
Each year develops something new, and 
the possibilities are yet many. Fvery- 
thing points to the continued importance 


| of the product as a means of sustenance 


for millions of people. ‘The discussions 
which take place are all in the line of 
greater efficiency in farming with a view 
to greater crops. The wealth already 
mentioned as coming from the corn crop 
fs enormous. But if there were better 
methods of plowing, if there was more in- 
telligent study of means to prevent the 
exhaustion of the soil, if there was serious 
effort to get the best possible results from 
a given acreage, the value of the annual 
crop would be wonderfully increased. 
The movement is all in the direction of 
greater production. Corn will continue to 
rank high in American agriculture. The 
Coliseum has been the scene of display of 
many articles of manufacture and com- 
merce, For the fortnight agriculture will 
claim attention. In this exposition corn 
will be klag. 


NAMING THE SHIPS. 

The largest battleships in process of 
construction for the United States are the 
North Dakota and the Delaware. Under 
existing laws the next one must be the 
Utah or Oklahoma, and after that there 
are no names available without duplica- 
tion or transfer of a name from an older 
ship to a new one. The unsuitability of 
the names recently given led to some hesi- 
tation before the president decided not to 
make a transfer of hames now. The need 
of a change in the law is apparent to all. 

There are two ways in particular which 
suggest themselves as capable of affording 


“more suitable names for the United States 


navy. The first step in either case would 
be to repeal the present law. Then some 
of the glorious names of the older navy 
could be revived, as was done by special 
act of congress in the case of the Kear- 
sarge. The Independence and the Pensa- 
cola are receiving ships, but there are not 
even receiving ships to dear the names 
United States, Congress, Macedonian 
Vandalia, Crane, Levant, President, Re- 
talfation, or Ranger. The names of Amer- 
ican rivers are no lenger borne in the 
fleet, although we once had the Merrimac, 
Raritan, Sabine, St: Lawrence, Wabash, 
Susquehanna, and Cumberland. The fact 
that the original possessors of some of 
those names came to a bad end does not 
alter -the fact they reflected credit upon 
the American nation. 

Another source of names would be 
found in the roll of the heroes of our 
navy. Instead of giving their names to 
battleships, as France did with the Jean 
Bart, the Hoche, and the Aube, and Spain 
did with the Almirante. Oquendo, and 
Italy with the Duilio, Doria, Dandolo, and 
Ruggiero di Lauria, we ve given the 
name of the first admiral of our navy, 
Admiral Farragut, to a torpedo boat of 
420 tons, without even considering Far- 
ragut’s contempt for torpedoes. ‘Admiral 
Foote fares worse, with a 142 ton boat to 
bear his name. Bainbridge, Barry, De- 
eatur, Lawrence, Macdonough, Hull, 
Perry, and Preble are remembered with 
torpedo boat destroyers of less than 500 
tons. Our colliers bear the names of 
classic heroes, such as Leonidas, Marcel- 
lus, Cesar, Hannibal, and Pompey. Even 
Nero has a vessel of 4,925 tous named for 
him. Our submarines have the inspiring 
names Octopus, Viper, Cuttlefish, and 
Tarantula. 

The problem of naming ships of the 
navy has been too much for some of the 
other nations as well. One can hardly 
praise England for naming battleships 
Venerable, or France for naming one pro- 
tected cruiser Ernest Renan and another 
Edgar Quinet. The system in use in the 
United States has not produced as palpa- 
ble misfits as those names and it has the 
merit of consistent application, but it has 
reached the end of its usefulness. If there 
is any inspiration in the memory of the 
fighting ships and the fighting captains 
of other days we cannot afford to lose it 


for the sake of appeasing local jealousies 


among states and cities. 5 


RELIEVING THE LOOP. 

The Northwestern elevated wishes to | 
build a stub end terminal in North Water 
street and the committee on local trans- 
portation favors the project. There is a 
valid reason why the terminal should be 
built. It will keep down the pressure on 
the loop during the rush hours. As many 
cars are run now as it can accommodate 
during those hours, and it would be 
gorged and choked if the cars which are 
to take care of the new business which 
the north and south side extensions will 
create were to be thrown upon it. The 
proposed subway system should make pos- 
sible the removal of the incumbering and 
disfiguring elevated tracks in the business 
district. In the meanwhile they should ba 
made as serviceable as conditions will per- 
mit. 

The construction of the stub end ter- 
minal would mean that some passengers 
would be unloaded in Olark street just 
north of the river and would have to do a 
little. more walking than at present ‘o 
reach the places where they work. For 
this reason some of the people who use 
the Northwestern elevated object to the 
project. But as it would keep the loop 
from being worse congested it would 
mean a saving of time for the patrons of 
the road as a whole and would also bene- 
fit in the same way the people who use 
the other elevated lines. 

There are strects where elevated tracks 
should not be allowed under any circum- 
stances, but North Water street between 
Clark and Wells is not one of them; I+ 
has long been given over to the railroads, 
and no harm would be done to any one 
, by permitting an elevated structure to be 
put over the surface tracks. 


BEHIND THE SCENES. 

Lemuel Ely Quigg of New York has ve- 
vealed some of the secrets of what he calls 
“acceleration” of opinion, A study of 
the check book of the Metropolitan Secur- 
ities company, assisted by Mr. Quigg’s 
personal recollections, shows “ public” 
demonstrations in the making.

it. The billboard ordinance is the new 
instance of the same spirit, 

This ordinance was passed last Janu- 
ary, and the people affected were given 
nine months’ grace. The preparatory pe- 
riod has elapsed. No attempt has been 
made by the owners and lessees of bill- 
boards to obey the ordinance. New bill- 
boards have been erected in defiance of it. 
Now that the time has come after which 
a penalty is to be imposed for violation 
of the ordinance the billboard men pro- 
pose to go into court and ask for an In- 
junction. 

The city has wasted nine months. The 
action of the defenders. of billboards 
might have.been foreseen. If an immedi- 
ate effort had been made to enforce the 
ordinance the constitutionality of it would 
have been well on toward a decision by 
this time.

Today 
he is British minister plenipotentiary to the 
court of Siam, with a salary of $10,000 a year 
and allowances. This is virtually all that he 
has to live on, for his father died a poor man. 
His mother has no fortune to speakof, added 
to which he is a younger son.

A similar affair took place in connection 
with the island of Perim in 1857. A French 
cruiser was in port at Aden, and its officers 
were being most hospitably entertained by 
the governor at a banquet, followed by a 
dance.

Seven preachers appointed as a commit- 
tee by the preachers’ meeting have made an 
investigation of the issue in this case, and 
all but one of the seven have signed a report 
in favor of Trinity’s title to the property,“ 
said the bishop.

PLEA BY INDEPENDENT. 


Brother of Ida Tarbell Tells How 
Rockefeller’s Pool Foiled 
U. S. Pipe Line. 


New York, Oct. 4.—[(Spectal.}—The Stand- 
ard Oil company, through subsidiaries in 
this country and South Africa, has an ex- 
elusive freight contract with all steamship 
lines plying between New York and South 
African ports by virtue of which it can ship 
lubricating oils to the South African mar- 
kets at rates so much cheaper than those 
allowed its one competing company that 
the difference in freight rates alone repre- 
sents a fair profit. 

This fact was testified before Referee Fer- 
ris today by Philip Harrison, manager of 
the trade department of the New York 
Lubricating Oil company, an independent 
concern, and a copy of the contract entered 
into between the Standard subsidiaries and 
the steamship lines was put on record by 
Prosecutor Kellogg. 

The contract, which was made on Feb. 
10, 1906, and which is to run until March 1. 
1908, is between the Colonial Oil company of 
Cape Colony, the Standard Ol company of 
New York, the Vacuum Oil company, Swan 
& Finch of New York, and the Borne 
Scrymser company of New York on the one 
side and the Hansa, Union Clan, Prince. 
Houston, and American and South African 
steamship lines as parties of the second part. 
By the terms of this contract the Standard 
and its subsidiaries can ship lubricating oil 
to Delagoa bay for $4.20 a ton, or 40 cubic 
feet, as the contract reads. This rate is ex- 
clusive of landing charges on the African 


coast. 
Tells of Standard’s Tactics. 


Manager Harrison of the New York Lubri- 
cating Oil company testified to the manner 
by which the steamship lines had practically 
driven its cheaper lines of goods out of the 
market and threatened its whole South Afri- 
can business. This is the same rival of the 
Standard Oil company which, according to 
the testimony of C. C. Steinbrenner, auditor 
of the Galena Signal Oil company, one of the 
Standard subs'diaries, had been driven out 
of the domestic fleid in the lubricating oll 
industry by the Galena and Waters-Pierce 
concerns, 

Mr. Harrison said that his company had 
deen doing business in South Africa for 
about ten years. In September, 1905, the 
rates on shipments were almost doubled. As 
a consequence his company had been buying 
the cheaper grade of lubricants in South 
Africa from the Colonial Ol company, 
a Standard subsidiary, and selling on the 
ground without a profit just to keep the trade. 

“If this discrimination in freight rates 
through the contract the Standard companies 
have with all the carrying lines continues 
we wil be driven out of business,“ said 
Harrison. 


Tarbell on Standard Methods. 

W. W Tarbell, a brother of Ida Tarbell, the 
historian of the Standard Oil company, held 
the witness stand for a time to tell about the 
struggle his company, the United States Pipe 
line, with which was allied for a time the 
Independent Pure Oil company, had with the 
Standard before being forced to the wall. 
When the Independent Producers’ Protective 
association undertook to build the United 
States Pipe line through New Jersey to New 
York harbor, said the witness, the influence 
of the Standard in the Btate of New Jersey 
made the securing of a right of way impoe- 
Able. 
When the line was finally run into Philadel- 
phia and the refinery of the Pure Oil com- 
pany was established to handle its flow the 
Atlantic Refining company of Philadelphia, 
a Standard concern, ran the prices of refined 


Oil company was selling refined oi] at the 
same price that it paid for thecrude. At the 
time competition was heaviest, said Mr. Tar- 
bell, the Pure Oil company was selling its 
product out of its tank wagons at cents a 
gallon. The Pure Oil company lost $46,000 be- 
fore it succumbed to the Standard. .

Judge Carter Says It Is as 
Weak as One Recently

New Measure May Be Forced by 
Having Old One Voided 
by Courts. 


[BY A STAFF . ] 
Springfield, III., Oct. 4—[Special.j—In a 
dissenting opinion in the primary law case, 
filed this afternoon, Judge Orrin N. Carter 
questions the constitutionality of the Aus- 
tra.ian ballot law and existing primary laws, 
if the same reasoning which led the majority 
of the judges to declare the state primary 
act invalid were to be applied to them. The 
ballot law has been upheld in this and other 
states, but the judge's remarks apply: to 
existing primary laws which have not been 
tested. 
The backers of various independent move- 
ments interested in securing a direct pri- 
mary law already are considering ways and 
means of bringing the Chicago primary law 
into court in the hope of wiping it from the 
books, thus leaving the city and the state 
without a primary law of any character in 
the hope that the result would be a great 
public demand for direct primaries. 
Judge Carter, in his diseenting opinion, 
points to the conclusions which he thinks 
must be drawn from the decision which 
knocked out the state law and his statements 
will encourage the men believing that the 
destruction of all existing primary laws 
would be the best possible method by which 
to secure direct primaries. 


Main Objection to Opinion. 
He takes particular exception to the ma- 
jority opinion of the court that the law was 
unconstitutional, because it contained a del- 
egation of legislative power to the county 
central committee in giving them power to 
create delegate districts. 
Under the Australian ballot law,“ the 
‘opinion said, party committees and officers 
of party conventions have been charged for 
years with certain responsibilities in carry- 
ing out thatlaw. If the reasons urged against 
the primary law on this point would render 
it unconstitutional, why would they not ap- 
ply with equal force to the ballot law? But 
I do not believe that the point is well taken 
as to either law.“ 
Judge Carter disagrees with the majority 
opinion on other points, but agrees with it in 
so far as the majority opinion pronounced 
the lack of opportunity for registration to 
enable the voter to qualify a defect, 


Does Not Annul Entire Act. 


This, however, he does not belleve a Je- 
fect sufficient to render the entire act un- 
constitutional. Further, he agrees that the 
provision of the law which allowed the man- 
aging committees to make nominations for 
special elections is void, but nats ent to 
invalidate the entire act.

In its weekly 1 of Chicago trade Dun’s 
Review, published today by R. G. Dun & Co,, 
Will say: 

“The highly sustained volume of com- 
merce cemtering here is attested by aggre- 
gate payments tnrough the banks during last 
month and this week, which exhibit striking 
gains over a year ago. Less pressure for 
money and few pusiness failures make easier 
conditions for capital investment, and with 
continued profitable returns tor farm and 
range products the indications appear bright- 
er for a lower discount rate to mercantile 
borrowers. 

Trade responds to the better effect of fa- 
vorable developments. Preparations reflect 
renewed confidence among the leading pro- 
ducers, and little capacity remains to be 
booked up for thia quarter. New demands 
equal expectations in iron, steel, and railway 
equipment, and the orders for future deliv- 
erles are satisfactory in forge work, ma- 
chinery, heavy hardware, wire products, fur- 
niture, and wear. More steadiness is seen 
in the absorption and values of raw material, 
while hides and leather are firmer and dea!- 
ings improve in the building woods. Current 


supplies of hides, wool, and live stock run- 


under those geceived a year ago, but iron ore, 
lumber, copper, aud minor metals come for- 
ward amply. Weather conditions favor dis- 
tributive opefrations in general merchandise 
and staples, and sales make seasonable prog- 
ress in the important lines of general con- 
sumption. 


Visiting Buyers Are Numerous. 

“ Vashionable exhibits attract considerable 
buying of autumn apparel, this business 
being much augmented by liberal purchases 
of many visitors. Country merchants come 
from nearby points in increasing numbers, 
and their selections of fall and winter wares 
stimulate expanding activity in wholesale 
branches. Shipping rooms work overtime and 
the forwerdinge to the interior compare 
favorably in quantities with this time last 
year. 

Transportation facilities are under in- 
creased strain, more general freight being of- 
fered than hitherto, and there is complaint 
of inadequate car service to move crops. Lake 
traffic surpasses the high tonnage last year, 
and rates obtained are higher, indicating that 
the vessel interests have prosperous times. 

Mercantile collections throughout the 
west occasion little trouble, and, notwith- 
standing tight money, the defaults carry no 
special significance. Additional heavy con- 
struction and factory extensions command 
renewed consideration, and the shipyards 
employ more hands. 

Building permite for business structures 
issued during September numbered 48, with 
aggregate value of $2,670,100, against ter 
— and $802,300 value for September.

Shipments and Receipts. 

The total movement of grain at this port, 
15,180.082 bushels compares with 16,979,461 
bushels last week and 9,808,691 bushels a year 
ago. Compared with those of last year In- 
creases appear in receipts 32.1 per cent and 
shipments 127.9 mer cent. Receipts of live 
stock were 297,546 head, against 287,000 head 
last week and 328,206 head last year. Re- 
ceipts ot hidee were ony 1,657,000 pounds, 
against 2,496,751 pounds last week and 2. 285, - 
654 pounds in 1906. Lumber receipts, 58,684, - 
000 feet, compare with 64,028,000 feet last 
week and 56,490,000 feet a year ago. 

Other receipts increased over same week 
last year in wheat, corn, gats, rye, barley, 
dressed beef, pork, cheese, butter, and eggs, 
and decreased in flour, seeds, broom corn, 
lard, wool, cattle, hags, and sheep. Compared 
with the closings a week ago, prices are un- 
changed in oats and cattle, higher in wheat 
% cemt a bushel, hogs and sheep 5 cente a 
hundredweight, and lower in corn 1% cents, 
pork 2% cents per barrel, lard 20 cents, and 
ribs 40 cents. 

Bank clearings, 8288, 309, 200. exceed those 
of corresponding week in 1906 by 17.5 per 
cent. Choice commercial paper is quoted 
at 64 per cent, and currency withdrawals to 
move crops Make a smaller total than last 
year. 

“ Failures reported in the Chicago district 
numbered 25, against 16 last week and 25 
a year ago. Fafhrres with liabilities over 
$5,000 numbered 4, against 7 last year. 


Fall Retail Trade Good. 

New York, Oct. 4-—R. G. Dur & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

“Interest centers in fall retail trade and 
results are all that could be desired. There 
is no sectional difference on this point, all 
leading cities reporting a liberal distribu- 
tion of wearing apparel. Supplementary or- 
ders are coming to wholesale and jobbing 
houses, and satisfactory results with au- 
tumn goods encourage manufacturers to 
extend preparations for next season. 

“Mercantile collections have also im- 
proved, October payments being fairly well 
met thus far, although rates for commercial 
paper are abnormally higher. Among the 
manufacturers the most notable increase in 
orders is reported by Ne England shoe 
shops, while there is no idleness at cotton 
mills and the reduction of steel output is not 
significant. 

Jobbers tn the west continue to transact a 
large business, although the money market 
ie still a restraining feature. 


Fall Carnivals Aid Trade. 

Bradstreet’s will say: 

Trade reports are irregular, some lines 
noting a relatively larger volume of business 
than at this time last year, while others in- 
dicate an opposite tendency. At the moment 
business Is of a filling-in order character, al- 
though some sections report an enlarged 
house trade, owing to fall carnivals. Retail 
trade, on the whole, has been hampered by 
unseason@ble weather, temperatures being 
too high for the freest movement of staples. 
Collections, while still dragging, in con- 
sonance with the tightness in money, appear 
to have improved at a number of centers.

President Bedford Talks of Corn 
Products Company Affairs. 


NEW PLANT ALMOST SURE. 


Local Stock List Steady —Common- 
wealth-Edison 87. 


— 


K. T. Bedford, president of the Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining company, reached Chicago yes- 
terday. Speaking of Corn Products affairs 
he said, among other things: 

“The proposed plant at Summit is almost 
a certainty. We have found all the water we 
need, and thie fall we shall lay out the yards. 
We shall not be able to do any cement work 
in the winter months. The plant is to be 
made fire and explosion proof, and there will 
be none better anywhere. It will probably. 
require a year and a half to complete it, 
though we may build it in sections and start 
some parts in operation before the plant Is 
fully comp:eted. 

**I expect the ultimate cost to be $5,000,000. 
It will be paid for out of profits. There will 
be no issue of bonds or increase in securities, 
nor, as I think, will the dividends be inter- 
fered with. But e nly there will be no 
new securities. We had a surplus last year 
of $2,000,000 and will have one this year of 
$1,000,000. The Chicago plant is taxed ona 
basis of $2,000,000, so that with eurplus earn- 
ings and the proceeds of the sale of the 
Chicago property we shall be able to pay 
for the new plant. 

“Our business is constantly growing. We 
have more ordere on the books than we can 
fill. Our trade is being largely extended, 
both at home andabroad. Our package goods 
have increased 40 per cent in the last year. 
We are spending a great deal of money inad- 
vertising, about $500,000 a year. 

Our profits are not so large this year 
by 20 per cent as they were last fear. This 
is due to the increased cost of corn. An 
increase of 10 a bushel means $30,000 a 
month increased cost to us. A to the divi- 
dend on the preferred stock, I see no reason 
why we should not do what we did last year, 
pay 1 per cent in the last quarter, making 
the full dividend of 7 per cent for the year.“
